adapted to milk production. A sow- 
should always be so gentle that in 
case it becomes necessary, she can be 
handled without unduly exciting her. 
It is never good policy to disturb a 
sow at farrowing, unless absolutely 
necessary.

It is often thought that the boar is 
simply a bill of expense and that he 
does not need much feed. Such being 
the case, he Is fed a little Just because 
he must be kept alive, but this feed 
is the scantiest amount that can be 
given and the handiest feed — nearly 
always just a few ears of com. He 
needs something stronger than ear 
corn. It may cost a little more, but 
will prove money well spent The 
feed should be rich in proteids, which 
would call for shorts, tankage, oil 
meal, cowpeas. clover, alfalfa and such 
feeds, according to Roy Coleman in 
the Farmers' Review. When fed on 
such a ration he can produce larger 
Utters and stronger pigs than when 
poorly fed. 

The young boar should not be fed 
too heavily. If he Is overfed It will 
make him go down In the feet. It will 
also cause him to wrinkle more when 
he becomes old. It to hard to grow 
a prixe pig toto a prlaa boar. But if

And yet 1 leel that the request is 
not needed — that the members of that 
great house need no Oialas la this 
service to the country. 

I present to you. in addition, the 
urgent necessity that special provision 
be made also for facilitating the cred- 
its needed by the farmers of the coun- 
try. The pending currency bill doe^ 
the farmers a great service. It puts 
them upon an equal footing with oth- 
er business men and masters of en- 
terprise, as it should; and upon its 
passage tliey will find themselves quit 
of many of the dlfTicultles which now 
hamper them In the field of credit. 
The farmers, of course, ask and 
should be given no special privilege, 
such as extending to them the credit 
of the governnient itself. What they 
need and should obtain Is legislation 
which will make their own abundant 
and substantial credit resources avail- 
able as a foundation for Joint, con- 
certed local action in their own be^ 
half In getting the capital thay must 
use. It Is to tfcia w iteaM Mv ad- 
dresa oarsolvaa. 

AUawad ta Lag. 
It baa, atacularly anough, come to 
pass tbat we have allowed tha Indus- 
try of our farms to lag behind the 
other activities of the country In its 
development. I need not stop to tell 
you how fundamental to the life of 
the Nation Is the production of its 
food Our thoughts may ordinarily 
be concentrated upon the cities and 
the hives of industry, upon the cries 
of the crowded market place and the 
clangor of the factory, but It Is from 
the quiet Interspaces of the opi n val- 
leys and the free hillsides that we 
draw the sources of life and of pros- 
perity, from the farm and the ranch, 
from the forest and the mine. With- 
out these every street would be si- 
lent, evf ry offro deserted, every fac- 
tory fallen Into disrepair. And yet 
the fanner does not stand upon the 
same footing w ith the forester and the 
miner In the market of credit. He Is 
the servant of the seasons. Nature 
determines how long he must wait for 
his crops, and will not be hurried In 
her processes. He may give his note, 
but the season of Its maturity depends 
upon the season when his crop ma- 
tures, lies at the gates of the market 
where his products are sold. And the 
security he gives Is of a character not 
known In the broker's office or as fa- 
miliarly as It might be on tha countar 
of the banker.'

But 
we must not allow oarsolvaa to de- 
pend upon extraordinary expedients. 
We must add the means by which the 
farmer may make his credit constant- 
ly and easily available and command 
when he v.111 the capital by which to 
support and expand his business. We 
lag behind many other great countries 
of the modern world in attempting to 
do this. Systems of rural credit have 
been studied and developed on the 
other Bide of the water while we left 
our farmers to shift for themselves In 
the ordinary money market. You 
have but to look about you In any 
rural disttlct to see the result, the 
handicap and embarrassment which 
have been put nposi tboaa who P*^ 
duce our food. 

Study Rural Credit. 
Conscious of this backwardness and 
neglect on our part, the congress re- 
cently suthorized the creation of a 
special commission to study the rari 
ons systems of rural credit which

Let Sherman Law Stand. 

Turn from the farm to the world of 
business which centers In the city and 
in the factory, and I think that all 
thoughtful observers will agree that 
the Immediate service we owe the 
business communities of the country 
is to prevent private monopoly more 
effectually than it has yet been pre- 
vented. I think it will be easily agreed 
that we should let the Sherman anti- 
trust law stand, unaltered, as It Is. 
with its debatable ground about it. 
but that we should as much as possi- 
ble raduoa tha area of that debauble 
grouad by farther and mora explicit 
legtaUUon: aai ahaald alao aupple- 
ment that gNak aat fear lagWaUon 
which wlU BOt Mdy clarify it but also 
thciUUU its adadaMrattoB and make 
it lairar ta an eeaasraad. No doubt 
we sban all vlah. aad tha aaaatiy wlU 
expoet, thIa to ba tha

It ia as iai- 
portant that they should ba relieved 
of embarrassment and sat free to 
prosper as that private monopoly 
should be destroyed. The waya of 
action should be thrown wide open. 

I turn to a subject which I hope 
can be handled promptly and with- 
out serious controversy of a.iy kind. 
I mean the method of selecting nomi- 
nees for the presidency of the United 
States. I feel confident that 1 
do not misinterpret the wishes 
or the expectations of the 
country when I urge the prompt 
enactment of legislation which will 
provide for primary elections through- 
out the country at which the voters cf 
the several parties may choose their 
nominees for thu presidency without 
the Intervention of nominating con- 
ventions I venture the suggestion 
that this legislation should provide 
for the retention of party conventions, 
hut only for the purpose of declaring 
and at-repting the verdict of the pri- 
maries and formulating the platforms 
of the parties; and I suggest that 
these conventions should consist not 
of delegates chosen for this single pur 
pose, but ot the nominees for con- 
gross, the nominees for vacant seats 
in the senate of the United States, the 
senators whose terms bcve not yet 
closed, the national committees, 
and th« candidates for the presidency 
Ihemrelves, in order that platforms 
may be framed by those responsible to 
th« peopla for canylac thaas taMo at- 
feet. 

Independence for Philippines. 

These are all matters of vital do- 
mofltic concern, and besides them, out- 
side the charmed circle of our own 
national life in v, hlch our affections 
command us, as well as our con- 
sciences, there stand out our obliga- 
tions toward our territories over sea 
Here we are trustees. Porto Rico. 
Hawaii, the Philippines, are ours, once 
regarded as mere possessions, are no 
longer to he selfishly exploited: they 
are part of the domain of public con- 
science and of serviceable and enlight- 
ened statesmanship. We must admin- 
ister them for the people who live In 
tham and with the same sense ot re- 
spoaallillltT to tbem as toward our 
owa poople in our domestic affairs. No 
doubt wo shall soeosssfnlly aaough 
btatd Porto Rico and the Hawaiian is- 
lands to oarsalves by ties of Justce

should more and more put under the 
control of the native citizens of the 
archipelago the essential instruments 
of their life, their local instrumentall 
ties of government, their schools, all 
the common interests of their commu 
nities, and so by counsel and exp'ii 
ence set up a government which all 
the world will see to be suitable to a 
people whose affairs are under their 
own control. At last, I hope and be- 
lieve, we are beginning to gain the 
confidence of the Filipino peoples. By 
their counsel and experience, rather 
than by our own, we shall learn bow 
best to serve them and how soon It 
will be possible and wise to withilraw 
our supervision. I,et us once find the 
path and set out with firm and confi 
dent tread apcm It aad we shall not 
wandar traas It ar n^ar opaa It 
OaaMo Paty Taumfd Alaaka. 
A *rty faaaa aa with ragaid to Alaa- 
ka which aaaaM to aso vary praaatng 
and wy Imparatlva; parbapa I ahooM 
say a doaMa daty. far tt Bsasssaa both 
the poUtlaal aad tha aatarlal develop- 
ment of tha tanrltory. Tbo 'pso p is of 
Alaska ahaald ba gtrea the fan terri- 
tMlal form ot govorBBwnt. aad Alas- 
ka, aa a atorAoosa. should ba un- 
locked. One key to It is a system of 
railways. These the government 
should Itsolf build and administer, and 
the ports and terminals it should itself 
control in the Interest of all who wish 
to use them for the service and de- 
velopmoad of Iho eaaatry aad tta peo- 
ple. 

But the construction of railways is 
only the first step; Is only thrusting 
in the key to the storehouse anj 
throwing back the lock and opening 
the door. How the tempting re.^ources 
of the country aro to be exploited is 
another matter, to which I shall take 
the liberty of from time to time call- 
ing your attention, for It is a policy 
which must be worked out by well 
considered stages, not upon theory, 
but upon lines of practical expediency. 
It Is part of our general problem of 
conservation. We have a freer hand 
In working out the problem In Alaska 
than In the states of the Union; and 
yet the principle and object are the 
same, wherever we touch it. We must 
use the resources of the country, not 
lock them up. There need ba ao con- 
flict or Jealousy as between atata and 
federal authorities, |ior tbaia aaa ba 
no essential differaaaa at parpoaa be- 
tween them. The reaoareaa In ques- 
tion must be used, but not destroyed 
or wasted; used, but not monopolized 
upon any narrow Idea of Individual 
righta aa agalaat tho abldlBg iatarasts 
of coaimualtiaa, Tbat a paMay eaa be 
worhad oat by aaalwsaea aad ooaces- 
slon urUeh wflliulaaaathaaeraaottrces

Specially Important. 

Three or four matters of special im- 
portance and significance 1 beg that 

Ing. ** 

Our bureau of mines ought to be 
equipped and empowered to render 
even more effectual service than It 
renders now In Improving the condi- 
tions of mine labor and making the 
mines more economically productive 
as well as more safe. This Is an all- 
Important part of the work of con- 
servation; and the conservation of 
human life and energy lies even near- 
er to our Interest than the preserva- 
tion from waste of our material re- 
sources. 

We owe it. In mere Justice to the 
railway employes of the country, to 
provide for them a fair and effective 
employers' liability act; and a law 
that we can stand by In this matter 
will be no lees to the advantage of 
those who administer the railroads of 
the country than to the advantage of 
those whom they employ. Tba aiparl 
ence of a large number of tha alataa 
abundantly proves that. 

We ought to devote ourselves to 
meeting pressing demands of plain 
Justice like this as earnestly as to 
the secompllshment ot political and 
economic retwasa. Social Jaatloe 
eoaaadnt Lav to tha aaahlaaBy tor 
IU laaMtlia aai to vHd oaly as It 
axpraaaaa and embodies tl 

Safety at Sea. 

An International congress for the 
discussion of all questions that affect 
safety at sea Is now sitting in Ix>ndon 
at the suggestion of our own govern- 
ment So soon as the conclusions of 
that congress can be learned and con- 
sidered we ought to address ourselves, 
among other things, to the prompt 
alleviation of the very unsafe, unjust, 
and burdensome conditions which now 
surround the employment of sailors 
and render It extremely dlfflcult to 
obtain the services of spirited and 
competent men such aa ovary ship 
needs If It is to be aaMy haadlad 
and brought to port. 

May I not express the very real 
pleasure I have experienced in co- 
operating with this congress and shar- 
ing with it the labors of common 
service to which It has devoted itself 
so unreservedly during the past seven 
months of uncomplaining concentra- 
tion upon the business of legislation? 
Surely H la a proper and pertinent 
part ot my report on "the state of the 
Union" to express my adaslratlon for 
the diligence, the good temper, and 
the full comprehension ot pabUc duty 
which has already boea manifested 
by both the bouaaa; aad I tava that 
It amy not be deemed aa impertinent 
latiarion of myself into the picture if 
I say with how much and how coa- 
staat satlsfaetioa I have availed my- 
self of the privQego ot putting my 
time sad energy at their disposal 
alike in counsel and in action.
